good job, and I think ya’ll are doing 
a good job managing with what 
you've got,” said Keel. 

“New Brockton is not a very big 
city, your revenue is limited and you 
all kriow that.

With their thoughts still on fi- 
nances, the council heard a presenta- 
tion from James Meads representing 
Pash & Company, Inc. The firm of- 
fers revenue enhancement services, 

Meads proposed that the town 
could speed up its sales tax collec- 
tion by doing it themselves or by us- 
ing a private firm which provides 
this type service. His firm offers this 
service, 

Presently, the town’s sales tax is 
collected by the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Revenue. 

Council members were told that 
by using a firm such as his or by do- 
ing it themselves, the town would 
not only speed up the collection pro- 
cess but would probably increase 
their revenue, 

The company’s charge for provid- 
ing this service is a percentage of the 
sales tax revenue collected. 

“This gives us the incentive to get 
out and find additional revenue,”

ADEM works through the federal 
government to ensuse that the re- 
quirements of the Environmental 
Protection Agency are met and 
maintained on a state level.

Elba BOE names Danny Weeks 
as assistant principal at E.H.S.

In a short special meeting last 
Thursday evening, the Elba City 
School Board named former bas- 
ketball coach Danny Weeks as as- 
sistant principal of Elba High 
School. There were several applica- 
tions for the position, but Weeks was 
the only applicant from within the 
local system, said Superintendent 
Charles Pearce, 

He fills the vacancy created when 
David Stokes was moved up to the 
principal slot in January of this year. 
There has been no indication from 
the administration as to when the 
basketball coach position will be 
filled. Pearce did say the vacancy 
will be advertised statewide to insure 
all interested applicants are aware of 


the opening. 

The mid-year move in the ad- 
ministration was due to the medical 
retirement of High School Principal 
Charles Clark, 

Weeks, who lives in the Lowery 
community, is completing his third 
year in the Elba School system. 

In recommending Weeks, Pearce 
said he is qualified, certified and has 
administration experience. He added 
that during his tenure at Elba High 
School,'Mr. Weeks has demonstrat- 
ed an ability and desire to work with 
the students and other staff members 
to enhance the educational at- 
mosphere throughout the school sys- 
tem. He also observed that Weeks is 
often still at the school working with 
students when he (Pearce) leaves the 
central office ... late in the evening.

The council was told that not only 
town merchants are required, by 
state law, to buy privilege license 
and pay sales tax, but that any com- 
pany delivering goods into the town 
are to do the same. 

Meads said that his company, 
with the use of the “yellow pages,” 
would notify businesses located in 
Enterprise, Elba and neighboring 
towns of this requirement. If they are 
not presently complying with state 
law, they would be required to do so, 

Pash, according to Meads, is pres- 
ently collecting sales tax revenue for 
34% of the towns and cities in the 
state of Alabama. Several other mu- 
nicipalities are using the company’s 
computer software to collect their 
Own Sales tax. 

Area towns already using, or 
about to start using, the company’s 
service are: Daleville, Ozark, and 
Andalusia. 

The council voted to contract 
with the firm to collect the town’s 
sales tax. Meads told the council that 
it would take about six weeks to get 
everything set up and begin collect- 
ing taxes. 

Eric Johnson, project coordinator 
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that any threat of pollution from a 
Subtitle D landfill is highly improba- 
ble because of technological advanc- 
es in landfill construction. 

“If there is ever a leak in a land- 
fill liner it will be detected in a 
ground water monitoring well and 
immediately taken care of,” Kelly 
said. 

According to Coffee County 
Landfill Manager Phillip Kelley, the 
residents of Coffee County have 
nothing to fear from the landfill. 

“The chance of ground water con- 
tamination is slim to none,” Phillip 
Kelley said, “It’s about as safe as 
you can get and nothing will go 
wrong as long as we continue to 
maintain it like we have.” 

Because of the stringent federal 
requirements and new technologies, 
ADEM’s Kelly is still surprised by 
the number of people who have 
knee-jerk reactions of fear to the 
news Of landfills. 

“Before 1988 landfill liners were 
not even used,” Russell Kelly said, 
“Today's liner system is much more 
advanced and people are still con- 
cerned,” 

The process for opening a landfill 
is very meticulous. According to 
State law, before ADEM is even al- 
lowed to review a request for the 
building of a landfill it must first 
have local approval. ADEM then be- 
comes part of every level of decision 
making on technical issues such as 
ground water flow, topography, pos- 
sibilities of sink holes and design. 

Coffee County’s landfill is built 
with two feet of clay and a compos- 
ite liner, a minimum five feet separa- 
tion between the liner and the 
ground water and there is a mini- 
mum 30-year period to monitor 
closed facilities.

Elba jury finds Grantham not guilty

Imagine this scene, You have just 
purchased a new Cadillac limousine 
and you are showing it to a group of 
your friends. You explain to them 
how the metal was molded into fen 
ders, bumpers, tailpipes, etc. You 
point out the slick chrome trim, 
along with the wheels made of a 
combination of rubber and steel 
belis. You open the door and show 
your friends the beautiful sculptured 
interior of carpet, Corinthian leather, 
and teak-paneled doors. There is a 
digital clock, windows that go up 
and down at the touch of a button, 
emergency blinkers, rear-window 
defroster, and host of other conven- 
iences. One of your friends remarks 
to you what a beautiful car you have. 
You reply that you are indeed proud 
of the new car, since it cost you ap- 
proximately $65,000! 

Then, one of,your friends turns to 
you and asks, “Who made this car?” 
Without so much as a moment's 
hesitation, you reply, “No one made 
the car; it just happened.” Can you 
imagine such a thing? Your friends 
would have you committed for a 
mental disorder were you to suggest 
such a scenario, And rightly so. It is 
obvious to all sane people that the 
beautiful piece of engineering we 
call the Cadillac did not “just hap- 
pen”, 

Yet, the universe you live in is 
infinitely more complex than a Cad- 
illac limousine. And yet you are be- 
ing asked everyday to believe that it 
“just happened” by accident. The

universe iS composed w over 
2,500,000 galaxies. There are over 
5 sextillion stars know to 
(and that’s as far as our most power 
ful telescopes can see at the present 
time). Our own galaxy, the Milky 
Way, is over 100,000 light years in 
diameter. Light travels 5.87x10" 
miles in one year. In 100,000 years 
it would travel 5.87x10" miles. Our 
nearest neighbor, the Andromeda 
Galaxy, is over 750,000 light years 
away. That's 4.4x10" miles! 

The sun, which heats our galaxy 
system, is poised in space at 
93,000,000 miles from the Earth. If 
it were just 10% closer, it would lit- 
erally burn everything to a crisp. If 
it were just 10% farther eventually 
temperatures would drop so drasti- 
cally that life as we know it would 
perish. The moon, which is poised 
in space at 240,000 miles from the 
Earth, would cause 35-50 feet tides 
over the Earth twice a day if it were 
moved just one-fifth closer. 

lhe Earth is traveling around the 
sun at a speed of 70,000 miles an 
hour, or 19-miles per second. The 
solar system itself is traveling 
through space at a speed of over 
600,000 miles per hour, in a path so 
large it takes an estimated 220 mil- 
lion years just to complete one orbit. 
If the Earth traveled at only 35,000 
miles per hour, our seasons would 
be doubled, and the intense summer 
heat would bake the Earth, while the 
intense winter cold would freeze it.

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PASTOR’S CORNER

In the late thirties there was a statistician that worked tor Bell Lavorato- 


ries by the name of William Edwards Deming. Deming observed that the 
system by which most American companies were run was inefficient and 
self-defeating. Attempts to gain the ear of U.S. execs were futile as the war 
era had production numbers up and profits soaring. No one saw any need to 


change the status quo. 


Following World War II, Deming was invited to Japan to help rebuild 
Japanese industry. History has written the results of his efforts. Years later 
CBS ran a special entitled “If Japan Can Do It Why Can’t We?” Response 
was immediate and American companies began to inquire of Deming’s 
work, In an attempt to summarize his theses, Deming wrote what is now 
known as Deming’s Fourteen Points. These points and Deming’s philoso- 
phy of Total Quality Management (TQM) have taken assembly lines and 


board rooms by storm. 


One of Deming’s points reads something like this: “Cease dependence 
on inspection,” Deming observed that when a worker is only motivated by 
the ominous inevitability of inspection quality suffers. Only when the work- 
er has a true commitment to the end product and a pride about being asso- 
ciated with that product can he/she be expected to put forth consistent and 
continuous quality. Mind you, Deming never proposed the elimination of 
inspection. He knew that even in the best of circumstances the possibility of 
human error or omission was still real. Yet he surmised that inspection was 


far from being the key to quality. 


Likewise, when our faith becomes a series of rules and regulations that 
aré to be obeyed only to avoid the inevitable judgement of God, we become 
assembly line robots conditioned to “get it right” for fear of the consequenc- 
es. Now, we cannot minimalize the judgement of God. The Bible speaks 
frankly about the consequences of sin. Nevertheless, to reach our individual 
potential we must be motivated by something greater than the fear of the 
end times. God wants to fashion our lives in such a way as to give us a great 
sense of self-worth. After all, we are His children. Who should hold their 
head higher than the child of God? Yet, all to often the child of God walks 
around with head held low as if our salvation will only equal our ability to 


portray a martyr’s complex. 


The Christian community has much to offer the world of business and 
industry. From time to time, they have something to offer us. I believe God 
will be honored if we cease dependence on “Christian inspection” and al- 
low ourselves to be motivated by God’s promises of blessings to those who 
fashion themselves after the life of our Lord Jesus Christ who suffered 
death on the cross not because it was required, but because of an insatiable 


love for mankind!

95 Bulldogs add another | 
chapter to history book

Brantley High School has had one of the most successful athletic 
programs in the state for many, many years, and Bulldog fans can 
vividly recall a rainy night spent in Millport with the football team, a 
weekend in Montgomery with the softball team, and many nights all 
across the state following the basketball team. All those sporting 
events are chapters in the rich history book concerning Brantley Bull- 
dog athletics; however, no chapter will be recalled with any more 
pride than the chapter written this season as the 1994-95 Bulldogs 
marched to the school’s third straight high school basketball cham- 
pionship! : 

The Bulldogs strolled past practically all challengers back in 1993 § 
when they claimed their first state championship and boasted a 32-2 { 
record, and posted an identical 32-2 record the next season when the 
Bulldogs made it two straight titles. With two-time state tourney 
MVP Derek Caldwell and All-Tournament players Andrew Kilcrease 
and Andretti Danicls gone from the ‘94 championship squad, 1995 
was expected to be the year that Brantley’s foes paid the Bulldogs 
back for the poundings of years past. It wasn’t to be! 

Brantley did get off to somewhat of a slow start, and for the first 
time in years, failed to win a tournament during the holidays. The 
Bulldogs did bring home consolation honors from Andalusia and 
Troy, but played only two games in the prestigious Dothan Progress 
event, and even though the tourney losses were to 3A Aliceville, 4A 
Pike County and 6A Dothan, rumblings were heard that the Bull- 
dogs’ days of being the “Big Dog” on the block were over. A win- 
ning streak after the holidays quieted much of the doubters; however, 
losses to Monroe County, Greenville and J.F. Shields late in the sea- 
son revived the rumblings, and left the Bulldogs with an 18-7 record. 

Brantley was far from being on a roll, but the Bulldogs were be- 
ginning to look more like a contender, and ‘94 All-State performer 
Adrian Person had stepped up his game and scored 30, 31 and 28 
points in the closing games of the regular season, A 31-point outburst 
in the Section finals made it clear that Person was primed for a run at 
the title, and he then scored 36 points in a Region win against Wash- 
ington County and led the team with 14 points in the Section finals as 
the Bulldogs edged defending 2A champ J.F, Shields, Person was 
ready, and his late-season surge had proven to be contagious, as the 
entire team had evolved into a true state title threat, 

At the “Final 4,” Brantley looked like a true championship team as 
seniors Adrian Person, Eric Crenshaw and Jimmy Burnett combined 
to score 118 points, pull down 53 rebounds and dish out 14 assists in

Tournament tidbits.... 


*When the Brantley Bulldogs claimed the 2A state 
basketball championship last week, it placed the Bull- 
dogs into the state record book as only the fourth 
team ever to win three straight state titles, and the 
first team to accomplish the feat in 36 years, Other 
teams to boast of doing a “three-peat” were Simpson 
in 1923-1924-1925, Geraldine in 1931-1932-1933 
and Austinville in 1957-1958-1959. Brantley is the 
first team to accomplish the rare feat since the state 
expanded from its two classification format in 1964. 

*Brantley joined an elite club consisting of only 
two other schools last week when the Bulldogs won 
back-to-back state titles in different classes. The Bull- 
dogs won the 1A title in 1993 and 1994, then moved 
up to 2A in 1995 and added yet another title. The 
back-to-back titles in different classes had previously 
been done by only Holy Family (1A-1986 and 2A- 
1987) and Francis Marion (2A-1990 and 3A-1991.) 

*Brantley’s total of 150 points scored in the two 
tournament games would have broken the scoring 
records in three of the six classes; however, it fell far 
short of the overall scoring record sct a year ago. By 
the way, the overall scoring leader heading into the 
‘95 event was none other than Branuley, with 174 
points scored only a year ago. 

*The Brantley Bulldogs are used to playing in front 
of big crowds, but'last week’s games at the Class 2A 
Final 4 have to be a record for the three-time champs. 
A crowd estimated at 2,135 was in attendance at the 
opening round game, while in the title contest a noisy 
crowd of 8,240 watched as the Bulldogs won their 
third straight state title. Over 10,000 fans were on 
hand for the two games, which is ten times as many 
people as live in Brantley. Maybe these guys just like 
to show off!

Bulbs can be grown indoors 


Bulbs are unique, self-contained 
plants, They can be planted in pots 
and exposed to specific environmen- 
tal conditions to bring them into 
bloom during winter. Florists and 
garden centers display them for sale 
for people who desire a little floral 
color in their home. 

To receive maximum enjoyment 
from the plants, you should pur- 
chase potted bulbs in the tightbud 
stage. If bought in full bloom, the 
flower will last only seven to ten 
days in the house. 

Forced bulbs open quickly in the 
warm environment found in most 
homes. Keeping bulbs in a bright lo- 
cation where the temperature is 55 
to 60 degrees F adds about five to 
six days to the floral display. An al- 
ternative idea is to place bulb pots in 
a breezeway or other cool place 
where they can be seen often and 
appreciated. 

If you want to delay flowering in 
potted bulbs, hold the plants at be- 
tween 35 and 40 degrees F to retard 
growth. At these temperatures, the 
plants can be stored for up to two 


weeks without deterioration in qual-“’ 


ity. A refrigerator or unheated gar- 
age would provide this environment. 
For bulbs, the cooler the tempera- 
ture, the better the plant form and 
the longer the flowering.. If forced 
bulbs get too warm, they will stretch 
or elongate, and become unsightly. 
Light is also important for indoor 
bulbs. If it’s too dark, the plants will 
elongate toward any available light. 
To obtain the highest quality 
forced bulbs at the best price, look 
for those sold in season in plain 
pots. Although individual growers’ 
production times may vary, these 
are the peak seasons for flowering 
bulb plants: Daffodils: mid-January 
through April 1 (usually plentiful); 
Tulips: mid-January through mid- 
April; Hyacinths: January 1 through 
April 1; Crocus: January 10 through 
March 1; Iris reticulata: January 15 
through February 15; Grape hya- 
cinths: February and March. 
Forced spring bulbs can be plant- 
ed outside for reblooming. After a 
bulb blooms, put it in a bright win- 
dow, stop watering it and let the fol- 
iage dry out. Then the bulb can be 
planted outside in late spring and

The death was the result of rabies’ 
commonly found in bats 

The following information was 
provided by the Alabama Associa 
tion of County Health Councils ina 
letter dated February 15, 1995 titled 
ALERT! 

The first case of human rabies 
since 1963 resulted in the death of a 
24 year old Barbour County woman 
in Dothan on October 11, 1994, 

A publication from the Alabama 
Vepartment of Public Health quotes 
the following information: 

“Bats are an important source of 
human rabies. An estimated 5% of 
bats carry rabies.” Dr. Johnson com- 
mented that this case report empha- 
sizes that bats have emerged as an 
important source of human rabies in 
this country and that educational ef- 
forts must be strengthened for the 
public to avoid contact with dead or 
dying bats, 


Because some bat bites may be 
less severe and therefore more diffi- 
cult to recognize than bites inflicted 
by larger mammalian carnivores, ra- 
bies postexposure treatment should 
be considered for any physical con- 
tact with bats when bite or mucous 
membrane contact cannot be exclud- 
ed. Dr. Lofgren said “Children need 
to be taught not to fool with bats just 
as they are taught not to fool with 
snakes. Bats can be more dangerous 
even if they don’t bite. Most bat re- 
lated human rabies cases lack a spe- 
cific bite history.” 

Rabies is an almost always fatal 
disease. The rabies virus is normally 
transmitted in saliva through a break 
in the skin through open wounds. 
The incubation period of rabies in 
humans ranges from five days to 13 
months with two months being the 
average. Only three patients with hu- 
man rabies have survived with inten- 
sive support care. Once rabies symp- 
toms develop in a human, no drug 
has proven to prevent death.

The Elba City Council voted 


Monday evening to grant a cost of 
living raise to all employees and be- 
gan action to sell portions of the old 
Elba school complex. 

All city employees will get a 5% 
cost of living raise, capped at $20.00 
per week, effective April Ist. The 
council voted unanimously in favor 
of this raise after hearing a report 
from the finance committee that cash 
flow continues to improve, privilege 
license sales are up, total payroll 
continues to stay down and related 
insurance cost are also down. It was 
noted the employees had not had a 
raise for at least two years and Com- 
mittee Chairman Bill Brunson said 
his committee was confident the 
general fund could support the rais- 
es. 

Interest in buying various por- 
tions of the old school complex led 
the council to accept the rec- 
ommendation of Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood to move toward a public auc- 
tion of the portions of the complex 
not needed by the city for present or 
future uses. 

The approximately 50 acres of 
property and buildings will be di- 
vided in convenient parcels. Several 
parcels will be retained by the city, 
including possibly the football field, 
Superintendent’s office, vocational 
building, etc. Other parts will be sold 
at public auction after giving inter- 
ested parties ample time to develop 
their development plans. 

_ Fredrick Hamilton, of the South- 
east Alabama Regional Planning 
Commission entered into an agree- 
ment with the city council to rework 


the present zoning ordinance. Ham- 
ilton will work with the council, zon- 
ing board and committees within 
each voting district to develop a 
practical, workable zoning — or- 
dinance, 

A special committee of Bill Brun- 
son, John W. Sharpless and Gladys 
Yelverton will work with Hamilton 
on this project. The cost to the city 
for the zoning update will not exceed 
$9,500, according to Hamilton. 

Representatives of the en- 
gineering firm Carter, Damell, & 
Grubbs addressed the city con- 
cerning the long awaited organic 
landfill planned by Elba. 

. The project is awaiting permitting 
from state agencies, Speaking for the 
engineers, Mark Pugh updated the 
council on the status of the applica- 
tion and explained what must be 
done after the permit is issued. 

Following his presentation, the 
council voted to pay the outstanding 
December bill for engineering work 
on the project. 

Bids were opened on repairing 
section of Forest Lake Drive. The 
low dollar bidder didn’t follow mini- 
mum specifications and the project 
was awarded to S & C Materials & 
Paving for $28,419.75. One other 
bid met specifications but was about 
$1,000 higher. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough abstained from voting, citing 
Me Bese with the owners of S 


This project will be paid for out 
of the gasoline tax fund, which is re- 
served for street construction, repair 
and maintenance. 

Monthly bills totaling $8113.53 
were approved for payment. This in- 
cluded $1,049.86 for asphalt; 
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$2,441.18 for equipment repairs; 
$493.00 for gasoline and $772.62 for 
seer pipe. 

A separate bill for legal services 
was also approved. Cannon & Vau- 
ghan billed the city for $3,315 dur- 
ing the month of February. This in- 
cluded prosecuting on behalf of the 
city in District Court. The council 
approved paying this bil! plus the 
December and January legal bill. 
The total was $10,383.75. 

Police Chief Max Hooks reported 
the hiring of two previously ap- 
proved police officers. he also re- 
ported the department answered 17 
complaints, issued 14 traffic cita- 
tions, made ten criminal arrest and 
investigated three automobile ac- 
cidents.

Commission takes second look at boot camp

In Monday’s bi-monthly meeting 


of the Coffee County Commission, . 


commissioners took a second look at 
their commitment to Pathway’s boot 
camp program. 

During their January 23rd meet- 
ing, commissioners approved Skip 
Hemp’s, who is director and founder 
of Pathway, request for in-kind assis- 
tance in starting a boot camp pro- 
gram. 

The commission was to furnish 
five loads of gravel for a road lead- 
ing to the camp site and use of the 
county’s federal tax identification 
number in making equipment pur- 
chases. 

Commissioners have since 
learned that use of the tax ID num- 
ber cannot be allowed. They had 
also learned, through a written re- 
quest from Hemp, that there was a 
little more to the road situation than 
just furnishing gravel. 

Commissioners learned that no 
road existed to the camp, just a 
rough right-of-way for one. Report- 
edly, they had been asked to furnish 
equipment to construct a roadbed 
and then place gravel on it. 

“If we're going to a new road sit- 
uation,” said Commissioner Bill 
Faulk, “that’s something we were 
not aware of.” 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion during Monday’s general busi- 
ness session, the commissioners de- 
cided to go out to the camp, get a 
firsthand look at the situation, and 
then make a decision on just what 
they would do. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, 
commissioners adjourned to Path- 
way and met with the camp director. 
After surveying the situation, the 
county decided to provide the gravel 
and equipment to spread it, but there 
will be no “road construction.” 

Other counties have also agreed 
to furnish gravel to the camp. The 
boot camp, which will be funded b 
the Alabama Department of You 
Services, will serve a ten-county re- 

ion in dealing with juveniles with 
havior problems. 

District Judge Steve Blair ad- 
dressed the commission in the Feb- 
ruary meeting and voiced his support 
of the proposed boot camp program, 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
informed commissioners that fund- 
ing has been approved for the widen- 
ing and resurfacing of portions of 
five county roads, 


The sites or roads approved are as 
follows: 

1). Co. Rd. 326 (from Co. Rd. 
321 to Co. Rd. 305).

The charges arose when insu- 
rance money was not paid to a New 
Brockton police officer’s widow af- 
ter his death. 

Some $50,000 in insurance mon- 
ey was supposed to have been paid 
to the late Wilbur Foutch’s widow, 
Hwa S, Foutch, after he died of a 


heart attack in 1990, Foutch was on 
duty at the time of his death, 

During court, Wednesday, March 
8, pastor of the Korean Baptist 
Church, Rey. Song Lim, acted as an 
interpreter for Mrs, Foutch explain- 
ing the terms of the plea bargain 
agreement. 

Nichols was ordered to pay Mrs. 
Foutch $25,000 that day and the re- 
maining $25,000 is to be paid within 
90 days. 

He was sentence to serve one 
year in the Coffee County Jail; how- 
ever, the sentence was suspended 
and he was placed on unsupervised 
probation for one year, 

Nichols was also ordered to pay 
court costs and $50 to the Crime 
Victim’s Compensation Fund.

The 
board approved the request and add- 
ed a round of applause for the two 
young ladies. 

Another request to pay half the 
expense of Kinston science teacher, 
Angie Sasser, to accompany a stu- 


‘ dent to Ontario, Canada was also 


granted. 

Josh Davis, of Kinston, was re- 
cently honored as having the best ex- 
hibit at the Troy State University 
Science Fair. His expenses to the in- 
ternational competition in Canada 
are being paid by Aladan Corpora- 
tion of Dothan. 

Again, board members gladly 
gave their approval to the funding re- 
quest. 2 

Being on a roll, the board also-ap- 
proved a request for the use of two 
school buses by the New Brockton 
High School Band. They are plan- 
ning a weekend trip to Florida. 

During the remainder of the meet- 


ing, Superintendent Clayton Bryant 
led board members through a rela- 
tively short and routine agenda. 

Bryant recommended to the board 
changes in lunchroom personnel and 
a custodian at Zion Chapel which 
was approved. A bus driver change 
in New Brockton was also approved. 

A replacement for an instructor in 
business education on maternity 
leave at the Vocational Center was 
also okayed by the board. 

The board adopted a harassment 
policy written in a general sense to 
cover harassment, whether it be em- 
ployees, students or whomever. 

“We feel that it [the policy] will 
give direction as to what the person 
should do when they feel that they 
are suffering harassment,” said 
Bryant. 

“It will also provide protection to 
the board in having a policy that 
does provide that direction for peo 
ple,” he added. 

The policy was patterned after 
those that have been enacted by oth 
er school systems. 

An update on the current renova- 
ion projects going on at Zion Chap- 
el was given to board members. 

Members were told that the re- 
modeling of the lunchroom was 
ahead of schedule and the renovation 
of the old Vo-Ag building was near- 
ing completion, 

A covered walkway is also being 
constructed at Zion Chapel. 

It was noted that other projects 
are in the planning stage for New 
Brockton and it was also noted that 
work is needed on the roof of the 
New Brockton Elementary School - 
it leaks!
